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VII. DISCOURTESY AND FRAUD. 


20. The Superintendents must forbid discourtesy to the judges, or 
attempts to influence the awards by any exhibitor, or others, and can 
exclude such exhibitors from competition. 


21. If false entries are made, or disrespect shown to an award or 
to the judges, by an exhibitor, or his agent, he shall forfeitall awards 


made to him, and the Superintendent shall report the same in the 
committee book. 


VIII. JUDGES AND AWARDS, 


22. Awarding Committee will consist of three, the first named to 
act as chairman, and in case of disagreement by the other two, he 
will vote for one of the two articles selected by them. 


No person related to an exhibitor in any class shall serve on a com- 
mittee for such class. 


23. Protests must be in writing, and state plainly cause of protest 
or appeal, 


24. Any person aggrieved by the acts of a Superintendent or 
Committee in any matter not covered by the rules, can submit the 
matter in writing to the Board of Directors. 


25. Committees, to act intelligently, should examine the special 
rules for their departments. Award no premium to an exhibit not 
decidedly meritorious. When there is only one entry give first or 
second premium, or none, as it deserves. No ribbon or premium can 
be awarded for articles not named in the premium list. 


26. All doubts or questions should be referred to the Superinten- 
dent, who should obtain the desired information. 


27. No person allowed to interfere with the Committees during 
adjudication; any person, who, by letter or otherwise, attempts such 
interference will be excluded from competition. If the Board is sgat- 
isfied that a premium has been obtained by fraud orimproper means, 
it shall be withheld.

29. All questions of breeding, eligibility, ete., known at the time 
of examination, shall be determined by the judges. All complaints 
must be made and determined before the awards are made. 


IX. PAYMENT OF PREMIUMS AND BILLS. 
30. A red ribbon will be used for the first premium, a blue ribbon 
for the second premium and a yellow ribbon for third premium ; but 


ae will be paid according to records in the committee books 
only. 


31. The premiums will be paid on October 13th, at the Secretary’s 
office, to residents of Terre Haute and vicinity. To non-residents, 


premiums will be mailed in registered letter, postal note or cheque, 
less charges. All premiums paid in Full.

Lists of entries can be filed at the Secretary’s office ( Room 9, Mc- 
Keen Block), the week before the Fair and tags secured, or at the 
grounds during the Fair. Deliver goods to the receiving clerk at 
hall and apply to same for their return. 

Articles will be tested by sight and taste. All loaves and cakes 
will be cut for examination. Chemically preserved articles cannot 
compete with home made articles. Al articles must be home made 
and the product of the person in whose name they are entered. Preserves, 
canned and pickled articles and syrups must be in glass. No article 
can take. two premiums unless one 1s a Special, nor be entered for 
two Society premiums. The work of two or more persons can not be enter- 
ed as one exhibit. When known, premiums forfeited. 

Keep away from the judges while they are examining articles, or 
they may pass yours without examination. 

You are recommended to mark your plates and dishes (and lids, 
too ), with gummed labels, marked with your exhibition number.

Superintendents and assistants are 
instructed by the managers to avoid even the appearance of bias to- 
wards any exhibit, and to make no comments, to use great care in 
displaying goods, to put no pins through silk, satin, cambric, lawn, 
ee ete that can be thus injured, nor cover one piece by an- 
other. 

Exhibitors not allowed to take down their goods, which must re- 
main up until close of Fair. 

Deliver goods (after being entered) to the Receiving and Delivery 
Clerks, and apply to same for their return. 

Exhibitors from a distance are advised to pack goods in firm boxes; 
to put owner’s address on inside of lid; and also to paste in a dupli- 
cate list of articles. Special care will be taken of packing-cases. 
Articles belonging to home exhibitors left at the Exhibition Hall up 
to Saturday noon will be sent to the Secretary’s office. Goods sent 
to us by express will be shipped back on Saturday.
